QUESTION: Has or has not Elias come? Matthew 
17:12, 13, “But I say unto you, That Elias is come al- 
ready, and they knew him not, but have done unto him 
whatsoever they listed. Likewise shall also the Son of 
man suffer of them. Then the disciples understood that 
he spake unto them of John the Baptist.” John 1:21, 
“And they asked him, What then?. Art thou Elias? And 
he saith, I am not. Art thou that prophet? And he an- 
swered, No.”—J.T.P., Kansas City, Kansas. 


THERE IS NO DOUBT that Jesus taught His 
disciples John the Baptist was Elijah whom the Jews 
expected in fulfillment of Malachi 4:5. John the Baptist 
declared that he was not Elijah to those who questioned 
him, because they expected the physical and literal 
prophet of old. John the Baptist was not literally Elijah 
brought back from heaven, but was a man in whom the 
spirit of Elijah dwelt. The fact that John the Baptist 
was spiritually Elijah the prophet, and that he must be 
spiritually recognized, is borne out by the statement of 
Jesus to His disciples in Matthew 11:14 when He said, 
“And if ye will receive it, this is Elias, which was for to 
come.” The expression “if you will receive it” shows that 
the prophecy must be spiritually understood and the 
prophet spiritually recognized. John the Baptist was Eli- 
jah in spirit but not in the flesh. Those who questioned 
John thought by natural recognition to discover Elijah 
in the flesh. This John was not. Jesus pointed out that 
those who would properly understand the prophecy and 
the spirit of it could recognize John the Baptist as the 
fulfillment of it because his was the spirit and heart of 


the prophet.

QUESTION: What language did Peter use when he 
preached in Acts 2:14?—D. S., Chattanooga, Tennessee. 


P&TER ADDRESSED his sermon to “ye men 
of Judaea, and all ye that dwell at Jerusalem”—which 


.means that he spoke primarily to the residents of Ju- 


daea. The language used in Judaea in New Testament 
times was Aramaic, which was actually strikingly similar 
to, if not actually a dialect of, the pure Hebrew language. 
It replaced Hebrew as the spoken language of Judaea 
when the captives returned from Babylon under Ezra 
and Nehemiah. Aramaic is the language Jesus used in 
His preaching and was the every-day language of the 
people. It is, therefore, concluded that Peter used Ara- 
maic on the day of Pentecost. While not all of those who 


dwelt in Jerusalem could understand Aramaic, it would 


have been more widely understood than any other langu 
age that he could have used. 
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FOUR KINDS OF LIARS 


OHN ON PATMOS WROTE under the inspiration of 

the Holy Spirit, that all liars will have their part in 

the lake which burneth with fire and brimstone. 
(Revelation 21:8.) Hell has space reserved for the fear- 
ful, and unbelieving, and abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, and idolaters—and, 
finally, all liars. 

To me it seems significant that the Spirit should di- 
rect John to write all liars. It means more than every 
liar, without exception; and also means liars of all cate- 
gories and types. Generally speaking, the fearful fall into 
one category, as do the unbelieving, abominable, murders, 
whoremongers, sorcerers, and idolaters. These people are 
recognized immediately for what they are. A liar is not 
so easily detected, for he may come in a variety of shades 
and colors. Men today variously refer to them as white 
liars and black liars, with countless shades of in-between 
grey. Perhaps the reason the Spirit directed John to write 
all liars is because men insist that there are various types 
of liars: little lies, big lies, lies of necessity, lies of con- 
veniences, lies of love, white lies, grey lies, and black lies. 

If we can discover what actually is a lie, perhaps we 
can know who actually is a liar. “All liars” comes from 
the Greek expression pasi tois pseudesin, which means 
every deceitful one, or untrue one, or erroneous one. A 
liar, then, is one who deliberately deceives, is untrue, or 
fosters an error. Revelation 22:15 terms as one all those 
who love a lie and those who make a lie. It is as sinful 
to do one as to do the other. The Scripture says, “Who- 
soever loveth and maketh a lie,” and does not indicate 
that there is any exemption for ministers, church mem- 
bers, or otherwise good people. It simply says “all liars” 
and “whosoever loveth and maketh a lie.” To me this 
sounds inclusive enough. 

There are at least four classes of liars abroad in the 
world (and among many church people) today. For lack 
of better definitions we shall call them (1) liars by in- 
tention, (2) liars by insinuation, (3) liars by incomplete- 
ness, (4) liars by inflection. 

(1) Liars by intention. Those who lie intentionally are 
those who traffic in the untruth without any attempt to 
excuse themselves. They may openly deny guilt when 
they know they are guilty. They deliberately exaggerate 
in order to gather glory for themselves and will, on oc- 
casion, out of sheer deviltry, lie about someone else. Psy- 
chologists use a big word, “mythomania,” which means 
an uncontrollable desire to tell lies. No doubt, most of us 

eel that we have met those who have this abnormal 
ropensity. A man who deliberately tells a lie is an odious 
fellow who should be shunned at all times. The man who 
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exaggerates for effect, denies guilt for convenience, ac- 
cuses the innocent, or deliberately lies for any reason 
whatsoever, can not be a Christian by any stretch of the 
imagination; for the truth is not in him, and his future 
abode is a liar’s hell. 

Only wicked men can rejoice in a lie, for charity re- 
joiceth only in the truth. (1 Corinthians 13:6.) We sum- 
marily dismiss the flagrant and intentional liar, for 
Christians will meet few of these fellows. They are gen- 
erally known by the deceit of their tongues and should, 
of all people, be consistently avoided. 

(2) Liars by insinuation. Not all lying is done with open 
words. After all, the Bible did not say that those who fell 
lies will be in hell, but simply all liars. Outside the Holy 
City will not be only those who tell lies, but those who 
love lies and make lies. This may sound strange, but it is 
true—you can make a lie without telling one. The hypo- 
crite can lie by insinuating something that he does not 
say. Then, when he is confronted by his lie, he can 
blandly say, “I did not say a thing that was untrue.” Ly- 
ing is more a matter of the heart than a matter of the 
lips. To imply a thing so that the one with whom I com- 
municate concludes something that is untrue, is the same 
as to tell him the untruth. This can be done by a shrug, 
by a wink, or sometimes by evil silence. The man who 
does foster an untruth may complacently excuse himself 
on the technicality that he did not actually tell a lie, but 
in the sight of God he is a liar as much as if he had 
trumpeted it from the housetops. Suppose someone tells 
you of his confidence in another person. You reply, “Well 
you just don’t know him as I do,” insinuating that his 
confidence is ill-placed; or, on the other hand, you can 
simply ask him a question, “You mean you have confi- 
dence in that man? Oh well, you believe in everyone, 
don’t you?” You have thus insinuated that the person to 
whom you refer is completely untrustworthy and un- 
deserving of the confidence of your friend. Unless what 
you have implied is the truth, you are guilty of lying just 
as if you had openly told a falsehood. Examples of lying 
by insinuation can be given by the score. You yourself 
can think of many ways it can be done. 

(3) Liars by incompleteness. Those who tell only a 
half-truth, when the whole truth would explain the mat- 
ter (which leaves a false picture), are guilty of lying. To 
leave a false impression by failing to tell all the truth is 
a sneaking, deceitful way to tell a lie. When you tell that 
someone lost his temper without also telling that he 
apologized immediately; when you tell that a man was 
seen with another woman in his car without continuing 
to say that it was his aunt, his sister, or some other rel- 
ative; or when you in any similar way cast a shadow 
across any person’s life when the whole truth would ex- 
plain the matter, you are guilty of lying, even though you 
may technically have never told an untruth. 

Lies of incompleteness and insinuation do not always 
cast aspersions upon someone else; they may be more 
innocent than that—but they are still lies. 

(4) Liars by inflection. Inflection is the way you say a 
thing; the accent you give to words. It is possible to 
change the very same words from truth into a lie by the 
simple means of accent or inflection. You may say that a 
person is good, but by doing so with sarcasm, your mean- 
ing is exactly the opposite. In selling an object to some 
person you might say, “I can’t praise it too highly,” 
meaning that it is so good it is impossible to praise it too

HE SCRIPTURE IS READILY convincing that the 

} Jehovah God was by covenant married to Israel 

his Jew wife, and that Christ will take a Gentile 

bride for his wife. The Jew wife of Jehovah in her folly 

played the harlot and committed adultery. She was put 

away and given a bill of divorce; she was put away for 

the cause of idolatry-whoredom. Jeremiah 3:8. Israel 

had played the harlot with strange gods and broke every 

commandment in the book. She was considered com- 

pletely separated as man and wife. “For she is not my 
wife, neither am I her husband,” Hosea 2:2. 

Israel was turned over to a reprobate mind and was 
lost in confusion and captivity. Judah, her sister, played 
the harlot, also; she did worse than her sister Israel. The 
Lord God gave Judah over to the king of Babylon, and 
she became a slave in captivity among the gods of the 
Chaldeans. The remnant of Israel and Judah later were 
settled again in Judaea and Jerusalem, this time under 
the high priest and ruled over by the Roman Sovereignty. 
In the days of Herod the king, Jesus was born to the vir- 
gin Mary of the house of David. The Jews were privi- 
leged to hear the voice of the Bridegroom; they rejected 
Him and His kingdom. “He came unto his own, and his 
own received him not,” John 1:11. 

Christ as the Bridegroom would have gathered them 
under His wings of love, but they would not. After much 
weeping over Jerusalem and seeking fruit upon the bar- 
ren fig tree, it was ordered to be cut down. There was 
another nation afar off, yet strange to’ the common- 
wealth of Israel, a little wild olive tree by nature. The 
wild tree stood in the midst of the desert of sin with no 
hope in this world of becoming a bride to any other vine. 
However, she was a nation bringing forthfruit. The voice 
of the Bridegroom cried out ‘to the wild tree; she heard 
His wooing voice and’ made love to Him. She was con- 
sidered as dogs and aliens and strangers from the cove- 
nant of promise, and in times past afar off,‘but is now 
made near by the blood of Christ, no more a stranger 
or foreigner, but a fellow citizen of the household of God; 
now partakers of the promise, heirs of God and joint 
heirs of Christ. Israel to this day stands afar off with the 
veil of Moses over her face, looking for her lover, the Mes- 
siah. The Gentile girl has made love to Him better than 
nineteen hundred years; the engagement has been con- 
firmed by her devotion and faith; and the wedding will 
soon take place in the rapture. 

THE BRIDEGROOM 

Since we are to be married to another, even to Christ 
who is raised from the dead, and Christ is the Bride- 
groom, the Gentile girl will make up the bride Church. 
She has been expecting the return of the Bridegroom 
since He went away to prepare a place for her. The mid- 
night hour is nigh, and she is making herself ready. “And 
at midnight there was a cry made, Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh; go ye out to meet him,” Matthew 25:6. 
As man and woman become husband and wife, so will 
Christ and His Church bride. “For this cause shall a man 
leave his father and mother, and shall be joined unto his 
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wife, and they two shall be one flesh. This is a great 
mystery: but I speak concerning Christ and the church 
(bride),” Ephesians 5:31, 32. She is referred to as a wife 
made ready for the marriage; she hath made herself 
ready. “Let us be glad and rejoice, and give honour to 
him: for the marriage of the Lamb is come, and his 
wife has made herself ready,” Revelation 19:7. 


THE GENTILE BRIDE 


JOSEPH WAS a true Biblical type of Christ 
and sets forth a picturesque symbol of the Gentile bride 
of the Jew groom. Joseph, like Jesus, was rejected of his 
brethren and was sold for twenty pieces of silver. The 
price of a slave had advanced to thirty pieces of silver 
when Jesus was sold. Joseph was carried into Egypt, so 
was Jesus. “Out of Egypt have I called my son,” Matthew 
2:15. It was through the wisdom of Joseph that the Gen- 
tile world was saved from wrath to come. Joseph, driven 
by rejection of his own kindred, turned to the saving of 
a Gentile people. Wisdom is justified of her children. In 
being next to the king, Joseph was a type of Christ—next 
to God in the Godhead bodily. Joseph would have married 
a Jew girl if he had been accepted of his own; neverthe- 
less, he married ea Gentile girl. Christ first made love to 
the Jew girl, but she rejected Him; He turned to the Gen- 
tile girl, and she was happy to court His righteousness. 
The Jews, confronted with a famine in their land, were 
forced to seek corn in Egypt. The next Jewish famine will 
not be for bread, but for the Word of God. The Jews 
came into Egypt seeking corn, and, to their surprise, Jo- 
seph was the ruler in charge of all the corn of Egypt. 


‘The Jews must ccme to Jesus for the bread of life; He is 


the only way that men of all nations can reach the 
heavenly Father. Corn was given the Jews and life was 
saved; however, it was too late for the Jew girl to present 
herself to Joseph the ruler of the land. 

It is possible that the brethren could have told Joseph 
of a little black-eyed Jew girl back home of his own 
kindred, but it was too late. “My Jew brethren, I am al- 
ready married to a Gentile girl.” As the request by the 
Jews for corn was granted in Egypt and the Jews were 
saved, so will the request be granted during the tribula- 
tion. Christ will give the bread of life to a hundred and 
forty-four thousand of the twelve tribes of Israel. Israel 
will return to God too late for the wedding, but will be 
privileged to stand with the Lamb on Mount Sion and 
sing a new song. Revelation 14:1. 

The Gentile bride will be made up of blood-washed 
saints from the East, West, North, and South. People of 
all Gentile nations and kindred will join in singing the 
new song. “And they sung a new song, saying, Thou art 
worthy to take the book, and open the seals thereof: for 
thou wast slain, and hast redeemed us to our God by thy 
blood out of every kindred, and tongue, and people, and 


nation; and hast made us unto our God kings 3® 


priests: and we shall reign on the earth,” Revelation 5: 
10. The Jew girl will not be able to sing the song of the 
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raptured Church bride; neither will the Gentile girl join 
in on the Jew girl’s new song. “And they sung as it were 
a new song, before the throne, and before the four beasts, 
and the elders: and no man could learn that song but 
the hundred and forty and four thousand, which were 
redeemed from the earth,” revelation 14:3. 


THE JEW GIRL IS MARRIED 


WE SHALL REFER to the Jew girl as Israel 
of promise. I seriously doubt that God expected His Son, 
Jesus Christ, to join in marriage to the Jew girl whom He 
had given a bill of separation because she had played the 
harlot with strange gods. Jesus, after He was rejected of 
the Jews, foretold of the marriage between Israel and the 
man of sin, the antichrist. “I am come in my Father’s 
name, and ye receive me not: if another shall come in 
his own name, him ye will receive,” John 5;43. Daniel well 
understood that his people would not accept the Christ 
but would confirm the covenant of the antichrist for sev- 
en years, the week of tribulation. Daniel 9:27. In this 
marriage covenant the Jew girl joined herself unto the 
pretending Messiah of Israel. Israel was satisfied with 
nothing short of an earthly visible kingdom. Since Christ 
had no earthly kingdom, He said, “My kingdom is not 
of this world, but a kingdom that cometh not with out- 
ward glory.” Israel rejected His offer. 

Another man will come along with the offer to restore 
the earthly kingdom of Israel, and she will accept Him 
as her lover. While Christ was on earth, they kept their 
request before Him for the restoration of the kingdom. 
“When they were therefore come together, they asked of 
him, saying, Lord, wilt thou at this time restore again 
the kingdom to Israel?” Acts 1:6. The time of restoration 
was not for them to understand; however, there is a time, 
and the Father has put it in His own power. We are 
made to realize that the fig tree putting forth leaves, 
or the Jews returning to their homeland, is an outstand- 
ing sign that we are in the last days. However, the king- 
dom has not beer restored, only the State of Israel has 
been established, in which the Jews are standing upon 
their own feet, or under Zion’s flag. 

Palestine is still mixed with part iron and clay. When 
the kingdom is restored, and the throne of David is set 
up, Jesus, as King of Kings and Lord of Lords, will reign 
upon the throne of David and his kingdom. Isaiah 9:6, 7. 
It would be utterly impossible, in line with the scripture, 
for the kingdom of David to be restored before the anti- 
christ offers the Jews his kingdom. Should it be so, the 
Jews would reject the antichrist. The scriptures teach 
that they will accept him. 

Will the antichrist set up a kingdom? Yes, the anti- 
christ kingdom will become world-wide, and the Jews 
will believe him to be the Christ. “And the fifth angel 
poured out his vial upon the seat of the beast, and his 
KINGDOM was full of darkness; and they gnawed their 
tongues for pain,” Revelation 16:10. The Jew girl will 
make an image of her lover and place it in the rebuilt 
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temple. All will be forced to worship the image or be put 
to death. In this temple will the antichrist sit as God to 
the Jews. “Who opposeth and exalteth himself above all 
that is called God, or that is worshipped, so that he as 
God sitteth in the temple of God, shewing himself that 
he is God,” 2 Thessalonians 2:4. 

The State of Israel was established by the Zionist 
movement of the world, May 15, 1948, when the British 
withdrew their mandate granted them by the League of 
Nations after World War I. It is my belief that Christ will 
come for His Gentile bride between the setting up of the 
State of Israel and the restoration of the kingdom of 
David; that there will be seven years’ reign of the anti- 
christ in his kingdom between the return of the Lord for 
His bride, which will be the Church bride that will meet 
Him in mid air, and His coming to the earth as King of 
Kings and Lord of Lords; that the bride and Bridegroom 
will have a thousand years’ honeymoon on the earth, 
with the Jews as earthly guest of honor. The Jew girl 
is like unto her forefathers. They desired a kingdom and 
king, but God could not convince them of the hardships 
it would bring. That desire is yet in their hearts, and the 
devil knows it. He will offer them his antichrist, demon- 
filled, man of sin, and they will, for the love of an earth- 
ly kingdom, accept. God has promised that because of 
their unbelief He would send them strong delusion, that 
they would believe a lie, of which the devil is the father. 


HIS WIFE MADE READY 

She is dressed in fine linen, clean and white, which is 
the righteousness of the saints. This is the strict re- 
quirement of all saints. The man at the wedding without 
the wedding robe was bound and cast out into great trib- 
ulation. Matthew 22:11-14. “I will greatly rejoice in the 
Lord, my soul shall be joyful in my God; for he hath 
clothed me with the garments of salvation, he hath cov- 
ered me with the robe of righteousness, as a bridégroom 
decketh himself with ornaments, and as a bride adorn- 
eth herself with her jewels,” Isaiah 61:10. The Lord said, 


-“They shall be mine .. . in that day when I make up my 


jewels,” Malachi 3:17. The Jew girl refused to dress for 
the bridegroom, but the Gentile girl was willing, as the 
dogs that. eat the crumbs that fall from the master’s 
table. After more than nineteen hundred years, the fact 
still remains that it is the Gentile girl courting the Christ 
kingdom of righteousness. The little Jew girl is yet sitting 
under the fig tree with the veil of Moses over her face, 
looking for her lover to pass by. It would be foreign to 
think that Christ would return and marry the Jew girl 
after these many years in love with the Gentile girl. The 
Gentile girl has cherished her lover, while the Jew girl 
has enjoyed the hand of many lovers. She will live seven 
years with the wrong man during tribulation. 

The picture of the lesson could be drawn from the wed- 
ding of Matthew 25:1-10. The Jew girl was very foolish 
in turning down the Bridegroom. Today they have no oil 
in their vessels. While the foolish went to those that sold 
—tribulation, where they must wash their robes in their 
own blood—the Bridegroom came. Yes, while the Jew girl 
was away in unbelief, the Gentile girl went to the mar- 
riage because she was ready. Thus the bride will be a 
Gentile bride.

book of the Chronicles and the twenty-first 
chapter, I was struck by the statement made 
in the twentieth verse, “Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned in Jerusalem 
eight years, and departed without being desired. Howbeit 
they buried him in the city of David, but not in the 
sepulchres of the kings.” Especially was I impressed very 
forcibly when I came to the sixteenth verse in the 
twenty-fourth chapter of the same book and read these 
words, “And they buried him in the city of David among 
the kings, because he had done good in Israel, both to- 
ward God, and toward his house.” 
In the first instance we have the record of King Je- 
horam, with only a short reign of eight years, yet he had 
lived so infamously and ungodly that he had produced

nothing that would be acceptable either by God or man.. 


He had plenty of troubles in his kingdom, too, with the 
invasion of the Philistines and the Arabians, and I pre- 
sume he blamed everybody for his troubles. He died a 
shameful death with a loathsome disease, and was 
judged by his fellow men as unworthy of the burial of a 
king or even to lie in death among the kings. “He reigned 
in Jerusalem eight years, and DEPARTED WITHOUT BE- 
ING DESIRED.” 

In the second instance we have the story of the good 
priest Jehoida. Although he was not a king, “because he 
had done good in Israel, both toward God, and toward 
his house,” he was given a royal burial and a repose 
among the kings of the earth. 

Now why the difference? One who was a king didn’t 
get the respect of the people, but was so loathsome and 
distasteful to them that they rejected him and would not 
even allow him to be buried where he should have really 
had a right to be buried. While the priest, although not a 
king, had gained the respect and honor of the people, so 
that when he passed from this life they so loved and 
honored him that they wanted to do something special 
for him. They gave him honor of being buried as a king, 
although he really had no legal right to be buried among 
the kings. They did this because they wanted to honor 
him. . 


Now, MY DEAR FRIENDS, as you read this 
article, I want to ask you candidly three questions about 
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your life. First, what have you done with it? Second, 
what are you NOW doing with it? Third, what do you 
plan to do with it in the future? In the twelfth chapter 
of the book of Ecclesiastes we are admonished to “re- 
member NOW thy Creator in the days of thy youth,” be- 
fore the evil days come, before old age comes, before the 
grim reaper comes, and the mourners go about the 
streets. Surely we cannot begin to live for God, yesterday. 
If we have failed up until now to remember our Creator 
and to live a life that will meet with the approval of God 
and also of upright God-fearing men, then surely it is 
time to begin NOW in making something of our lives 
that will be acceptable, or we may come to the end of 
our lives, having produced nothing that will be desired, 
but all will be rejected, unwanted. 

Our life is spoken of as being “of few days, and full of 
trouble,” in the fourteenth chapter of Job. In another 
place, “swifter than a weaver’s shuttle.” What kind of.a 
pattern are you weaving? Is there a design to it? Or is 
it just an unsightly tangled mess? When finished, will it 
be saleable material? or when FINISHED will it be re- 
jected—unwanted? If unwanted, what then? Very sad, 
isn’t it—having passed through an entire life, not to have 
anything left behind that will be acceptable by God nor 
appreciated by fellow men? When Saul first came before 
Samuel, he said to him, “And on whom is all the desire 
of Israel? Is it not on thee?” He was described as a 
“choice young man, and goodly; and there was not 
among the children of Israel a goodlier person than he.” 
What a wonderful sentiment! What a wonderful oppor- 
tunity! Yet he miserably failed in the days and in the 


years to come to produce that which would be acceptable @™ 


to God and men He died, rejected of God, forsaken by 
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his men, a suicide. 


I AM SURE that with such a good pros- 
pect as Saul was, God was greatly disappointed by having 
im turn out as he did. With a good beginning as all of 
Ss have had, being born as an innocent babe, given every 
opportunity to know and to do God’s will, God is greatly 
disappointed in the way many people throw away their 
golden opportunities to really make good, and depart 
from this life unwanted, rejected. 

Not only is God disappointed, but think of how dis- 
appointed we shall be if we produce nothing that is to be 
desired through an entire lifetime, but come to the end 
rejected, unwanted. I think it must be akin to the dis- 
appointment the Lord was trying to picture to us when 
He told of the labor of the farmer in plowing and sowing 
the seed, and then looking with great hope and antici- 
pation for the time of harvest, and when he looked for 
wheat, it brought forth tares. You can better understand 
it if you have been a farmer and looked for good wheat 
and it turned out to be smut, not even fit for the birds 
to eat, or was full of cheat grass, or that wonderful 
stand was blighted with rust and wasn’t even fit to be 
harvested. What a frustration! What a disappointment 
to have come to the harvest and then just have to leave 
the grain stand as there was nothing in the heads, or 
just plain smut—not fit for anything. It looked like the 
real thing when it was growing, but when it came to 
maturity there was no mistake, it was unwanted, reject- 
ed. So it is with sin. It may be hidden when growing, or 
deceiving enough on the outside, but when it is finished, 
it bringeth forth death. Jesus was disappointed when He 
looked upon the promising fig tree, and when He found 
nothing but leaves thereon He cursed it. The vineyard He 
described as being well constructed and cared for, when 
He looked for a goodly harvest of grapes, only brought 
forth wild grapes. That kind of a result only brought bit- 
ter disappointment. Yes, that pictures Israel, but I won- 
der if we do not, as individuals and as a group, many 
times bring to the Lord many a heartache and a disap- 
pointment by our conduct and negligence? 

The time to start to build a life that will be acceptable 
to God and man is during one’s youth. If you didn’t start 
then, by all means start NOW. It certainly presents a 
very sad picture, to see an old man closing up his shop 
for the last time, saying “finis” to the work of his life, 
the work that he may have loved to do all his life, saying 
good-bye to it for the last time, and yet leaving nothing 
that is acceptable to God, all his works marked “un- 
wanted—rejected.” It is not by works of righteousness 
that we are saved, but by the grace of God. Why not ac- 
cept of His grace today and let HIM guide the pattern of 
your life. Only as you allow the Lord to come into your 
life will you be able to produce anything that will meet 
with divine approval. Our own works, regardless of how 
good they may be, will never be acceptable. We must first 
receive His Son as our Saviour and then do His will in 
order to be accepted. We must walk in the “light” as He 
is in the “light” in order to continue to be accepted. 

But there are some who’ have made a good start like 
Saul, but later were rejected. Why? Because they failed 
to continue in the way God would have them to go. There 
was one Esau who had the birthright, but he didn’t value 
it as he should and sold it for a mess of pottage. Let us 
not be led astray by the bright lights and promises of this 
world, but let us hold to God’s unchanging hand, because 
there is bound to be a separation. Esau was rejected;

what he is, who he is, where he came from, and 

where he is going. It is, indeed, a great subject 
and worthy of most earnest thought and consideration. 
With all the ideas and theories concerning man, the fact 
remains that he does exist for a few fleeting years here 
on this earth and then passes on. To where? Here again 
you have answers coming from many angles, conflicting 
answers, many of which are not answers at all. Because 
of these conflicting angles, many have become confused, 
discouraged, dismissed the whole thing from their minds, 
and decided to risk the future without any preparation, 
taking it for better or for worse. 

If we do not accept the story of the creation of man as 
given to us in the book of Genesis, then we do not have 
any authority as to his origin. Therefore, let us pile all 
these suppositions into one big bundle and cast them into 
the sea of forgetfulness, and let us turn to God and His 
Word and accept the story as He gave it to us on the 
grounds of Hebrews 11:3, “Through faith we understand 
that the worlds were framed by the word of God, so that 
things which are seen were not made of things which do 
appear.” 

There are two stages of the one creative act of God in 
the formation of man. First, “And the Lord God formed 
man of the dust of the ground, and second, breathed into 
his nostrils the breath of life; and man became a living 
soul,” Genesis 2:7. This God did after He had caused the 
earth to bring forth the living creatures and the beasts 
of the forest, also the waters to bring forth the living 
creatures in them. So, we have it plainly stated that man 
did not come into existence along with the lower order 
of the animal creation, but after them. 

The question is asked in Psalm 8:4, “What is man, 
that thou art mindful of him?” David asked this ques- 
tion after he had considered the moon, the stars, and the 
angels in God’s heavens and the oxen, the sheep, the 
beast of the field, the fowl of the air, and the fish of the 
sea. He declared all these to be the work of God’s fingers, 
and said that He had made man a little lower than the 
angels but placed him above the lower order of the ani- 
mal creation and gave him dominion over the works of 
His hands. Thus we see the high and exalted position of 
man, so placed by the hand of Him who created 
all things, that he (man) might glorify God on the earth 
and live eternally with Him in glory. 

Do you wonder then that David said in Psalm 139, “I 
will praise thee: for I am fearfully and wonderfully 
made”? On the sixth day after God had caused the 
earth and sea to bring forth the living creatures in them, 
He said, “Let us make man in our image, after our like- 
ness: and let them have dominion over the fish of the 
sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over the cattle, 
and over all the earth and over every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created he him: male and 
female created he them.”

Man then, was created ine the image and likeness of 
God; naturally and morally. He was placed in a beauti- 
ful garden called Eden, with instructions to dress and 
keep it. He was privileged to eat of the fruit of every tree 
in the garden, but was commanded of God not to eat of 
the tree of the knowledge of good and evil. The Bible tells 
us that God made man upright. This was. his condition 
before the fall. In the natural image of God, man was 
endowed with certain powers, such as, INTELLECT, 
FEELING or AFFECTION, and WILL. These faculties ex- 
ist in every human being, regardless of his attitude to- 
ward God. It is these God-given powers that distin- 
guish man from the lower order of the animal creation. 
Therefore, man has God-consciousness through the pow- 
ers with which he was endowed at creation, which makes 
him MAN and not a BEAST. Every man is in the natural 
image of God and is endowed with volition of choice. 

Man, then, holds his future destiny in his own will. 
Though God has made provisions for his redemption, he 
will never obtain it unless he wills to do so. “Whosoever 
will” may be saved. When God gave man these powers, He 
also gave him certain directions which reflected the holi- 
ness of God in perfect conformity to the will of God, in- 
tellectually, volitionally, and emotionally. This, then, is 
the moral image of God in man, which image he lost 
when those powers which God gave him became pol- 
luted, corrupted, and defiled by his wilful transgression 
of God’s law. So Adam begat sons, not fully in the image 
and likeness of God, but in the image and likeness of 
fallen Adam. 

In Genesis we are told that the imagination of man’s 
heart is evil from his youth. In the Psalms we are told, 
“I was shapen in iniquity; and in sin did my mother con- 
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ceive me”; also that “the wicked are estranged from the 
womb; they go astray as soon as they are born, speaking 
lies.” Jeremiah says, “The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked: who can know it?” Jesus 
said, “That which cometh out of the man defileth the 
man, for from within out of the heart of men proceed 
evil thoughts, adulteries, fornications, murders, thefts, 
covetousness, wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil 
eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness; all these evil things 
come from within and defile the man.” 

The above scriptures show clearly that Adam’s poster- 
ity from its youth is possessed with a depraved, polluted, 
and sinful principle. This condition of depravity is re- 
sponsible for all the sinful acts and transgressions of 
individuals which they have willingly committed. 

Lift your eyes and behold the world as it stands before 
God in a cursed condition. See the millions of dollars be- 
ing spent to curb crime. Listen to the peace talks all over 
the world. How futile such efforts to destroy sin! Man 
has traveled so far away from God and so deep in sin 
and disgrace that many have become tired of living. 

Does man have to continue in this sinful condition 
forever? Is there no hope for the future generations? 


Does man have to be contaminated with evil spirits for- 
ever? Does he have to live on this earth, which has also 
been cursed because of the fall, and behold the increase 
of sin and reproach, realizing the world is sinking deeper 
and deeper in disgrace and shame because of its rebellion 
against God? 

What is man that God is mindful of him? God has 
placed us here for a purpose, and He expects us to ful- 
fill that purpose. How can we do this when we came into 
this world with a twisted nature and a perverse spirit? 
The very powers with which God has endowed us have a 
sinward inclination. Paul gives us his experience in the 
seventh chapter of Romans, as he was in desperation, 
struggling, and fighting against a powerful force, which, 
within himself, he could not defeat. He cried out in agony 
of soul and desperation, realizing his wretched condition, 
“Who shall deliver me from the body of this death?” 

Thank God, he was not left in the dark, but was shown 
the remedy. Yes, God has a place for each individual to 
fill here in this old world. He has set man over the works 
of His hands, and, as we are told in Hebrews, “We see not 
yet all things under him, but we see JESUS.” WONDER- 
FUL JESUS!

HE WAY OUT is simply a reversal of the WAY 

} INTO the polluted condition of fallen man. When 
Satan succeeded in planting DOUBT in the heart 

of man, he had established a beachhead from which he 
finally saw the defeat of man and his fall by trans-

gression. Therefore, when the Holy Spirit is able to plant 
FAITH in the heart of man, we see the exact opposite 
result and the redemption of man “to every one that 
BELIEVETH.” 

Sin originated in the heart of man and not with the 
actual committed sin. Genesis 3:6, “And when the wom- 
an saw that the tree was good for FOOD, and that it was 
PLEASANT to the EYES, and a tree to be DESIRED to 
make one WISE (note the inclinations of a polluted soul), 
she TOOK OF THE FRUIT THEREOF, AND DID EAT. 

.* This if further proven by our Lord in Matthew 5:28, 

... Whosoever LOOKETH on a woman to LUST after her 
hath committed adultery with her ALREADY IN HIS 
HEART.” So then, the work of redemption would FIRST 
be the removing of the guilt and penalty for sins com- 
mitted through the MEDIUM of FAITH in repentance 
upon the part of man, explained in Matthew 3:2, 3, “... 
Repent ye .. . Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make his 
paths straight.” Verse 6, “And were baptized of him in 
Jordan, confessing their sins.” The FIRST step in the 
WAY OUT for man is CONVERSION, which simply means 
that man has peace with God, and, having made ac- 
knowledgment for his committed sins by faith in the 
shed blood of Christ, stands guiltless before God. Romans 
5:1, “Therefore being justified by FAITH, we have 
PEACE with GOD through our LORD JESUS CHRIST.” 

The next step is paralleled in the offering of our Lord 
on the tree: First, the external conflict of our Lord on 
the cross and then the spiritual conflict when Jesus con- 
quered Satan according to Genesis 3:15, “. . . it shall 
bruise thy HEAD, and thou shalt bruise his heel.” And 
we see Him in Revelation 1:18, “I am he that liveth, and

much. Then, when it is found to be faulty, you might 
say to the person you have deceived, “I told you I couldn’t 

raise it too highly,” meaning that it was so inferior that 
you could not recommend it. Even though you used the 
very same words. you have, by your inflection, deceived 
someone—and that is lying. 

Yes, there are more ways than one to tell a lie. Since 
the dawn of time man has sought ways and means of 
lying without actually telling a lie. The notion that he 
can do this persists even to this day. However, many 
things that are not technically a lie are so spiritually 
and actually. You can’t get by with it forever, my friend, 
for lying is lying—regardless of the garb it wears, or the 
excuse it has for being.

What about the person who pretends to be a close 
friend to your face, but will try to hurt you to your back? 
And on and on we could go. Lying is deceiving, spreading 
error, or niding truth in any way. Because there are so 
many ways of lying, there are many types of liars. That 
is why the Bible says all liars shall have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and brimstone.

was dead; and behold I am alive forevermore, and have 
the keys of hell and of death.” Not only does the gospel 
of Christ, which is the POWER OF GOD UNTO SALVA- 
TION, remove by forgiveness every sin which we have 
committed, but is able also to go into the heart of man 
and conquer Satan himself, by purging, separating, 
cleansing, crucifying, SANCTIFYING, and elevating man 
to his former standing. Romans 5:2, “By whom ALSO 
(after obtaining peace with God in verse 1) we have ac- 
cess by FAITH inte this GRACE wherein we STAND (note 
the effects of this experience of sanctification), and RE- 
JOICE in hope of the glory of God.” 


FURTHER PROOF of this second definite 
WORK OF GRACE in 2 Timothy 2:1, “Thou therefore, 
my son, be strong in the GRACE that is IN JESUS 
CHRIST.” After man is in Christ by sins forgiven, and 
has peace with God, he then, and ONLY then, is eligible 
for this experience of grace that is IN JESUS CHRIST. 
Titus 2:11, 12, “For the grace of God that bringeth sal- 
vation hath appeared to all men, teaching us that, deny- 
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ing ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should live (first) 
soberly, (second) righteously, and (third) godly in this 
present world.” 

Then man, through the gospel of deliverance, is re- 
deemed and brought back to his former standing with 
God, and the same loving God that walked and talked 
with man in the Garden of Eden made provisions for a 
constant, abiding, teaching, leading, walking, and talking 
Holy Ghost to not only be with MAN, but to be IN man, 
producing the effect of love according to Romans 5:5. 
Note in Romans 5:1, 5, the results of these wonderful 
steps on the WAY OUT of the condition of fallen man 
are, first, the experience that brings PEACE with God; 
second, the experience that brings joy to the heart of 
man; third, the experience that imparts the love of God 
to the heart of man from which came all the evil streams 
of the polluted fountain. 

Yes, thank God! We see Jesus, who has made a way for 
our deliverance from the fall by transgression of man

More than twenty-one years ago, 
Brother Paul H. Walker and several 
other Church of God evangelists from 
the Dakotas held successful meetings 
in the area around Consul and Rob- 
sart, in the Province of Saskatche- 
wan, Canada. During the course of 
those meetings many young people 
were saved who later felt the call of 
God into the ministry. 

Among these young people were 
Brother and Sister Mervyn G. McLu- 
han, then known as Mervyn McLuhan 
and Merle Reesor. In the fall of 1934, 
Mervyn decided to go to the first term 
of Bible school conducted by the 
Church of God in the Northwest, 
which was soon to be known as the 
Northwest Bible and Music Academy. 
He was delighted with the truths he 
found there, and the following year 
he returned for the second term of 
school, which was held at the camp- 
ground in Minot, North Dakota, and 
which continued for more than four 
months, during which time he re- 
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ceived the baptism in the Holy Ghost. 

During the summer of 1936, steps 
were made to organize a Canadian 
Bible school, to be known as the South 
Saskatchewan Bible Training School. 
Inasmuch as this school was in Con- 
sul, Saskatchewan, within a few miles 
of his home, Mervyn decided to take 
his third term of Bible training there. 
Among the students were many of 
the young people who had been saved 
in revivals of the previous four or five 
years in that immediate area. Merle 
Reesor, who was later to become Mrs. 
McLuhan, attended school there, too, 
that year, and it was during that term 
that Mervyn and Merle became great- 
ly interested in each other. 

The following term Mervyn was 
asked to do some teaching, as he had 
decided to remain another year and 
take the course in Greek that was be- 
ing offered, as well as several other 
desirable subjects. After school was 
out in the spring of 1938, Mervyn did 
some preaching, and that fall, before 


the opening of the 1938-39 term of 
school, he assisted in a revival in Mon- 
tana. This was his first preaching, 
and thereafter he continued teaching 
Bible school in the winter months and 
preaching in the summer. 

In August of 1940, Mervyn and 
Merle were married, and Mervyn 
taught in the Canadian Bible school 
during the ensuing term. In the sum- 
mer of 1941, they took their first pas- 
torate in the town of Maple Creek, 
Saskatchewan, where they remained 
for one year. They were called to take 
over the Church of God radio broad- 
cast in Moose Jaw, so they moved to 
that city in September of that year 
and continued there for four years. 
During this time great progress was 
made in the work under William Pos- 
pisil’s overseership. (Reverend Pospisil 
is now our missionary to India.) The 
radio broadcast became the most lis- 
tened to religious broadcast in Sas- 
katchewan, and a fine church was or- 
ganized in Moose Jaw. The Canadian 
Bible school was also moved to that 
fine city and immediately saw a fine 
increase in student enrollment. The 
McLuhans found time during two of 
these summers to help organize two 
churches at other places in Saskatch- 
ewan. One at Midale, Saskatchewan, 
and one at Goodlands, Manitoba. 


Their two children, Dwayne, now 
age ten, and Darlia, now age seven, 
were born during this time of ministry 
in Moose Jaw, Canada. Both of the 
children are saved and Dwayne has 
received the baptism of the Holy Spir- 
it. They are looking forward to the 
missionary work in Africa with great 
enthusiasm. Dwayne, though only ten 
now, knows that God wants him to be 
a preacher of the gospel and is asking 
for musical training and _ talking 
about going to Lee College in a few 
years. This, of course, is a thrill to his 
parents’ hearts. 

Brother McLuhan has been contin- 
ually in the educational progress of 
the Church of God in the Northwest. 
He taught in our Dakota school dur- 
ing the winter of 1946-47 and the fol- 
lowing two years served as the vice- 
president of the newly located Ca- 
nadian school, which was renamed 
the International Bible College. He re- 
signed his position there and entered 
the United States in June, 1949, as a 
permanent resident. Since that time 
he has been engaged as vice-president 
and president successively at the 
Northwest Bible and Music Academy 
in Minot, North Dakota. The school 
has made excellent progress during 
this time, with Brother McLuhan do- 
ing the promotional work during the 
summer months. Through his con- 
tacts, students from many other 
states have been encouraged to at- 
tend. His heart is completely dedicat- 
ed to the young people of the Church 
and in their training, and he and his 
family leave their best wishes for suc- 
cess to the faculty and board of the 
Northwest Bible and Music Academy. 

Five years ago Brother McLuhan 
felt a great desire to go to Africa. It 
was a desire that the Lord put upon 
his heart as he attended a mission 
service in Western Canda. After much 
prayer and consideration, he submit-

MISSIONARY DECLARES CHINESE 
COMMUNISTS OPEN TO GOSPEL 


HOUSTON, Texas (EP) Although 
American missionaries were “invited” 
to leave China when the Communists 
took control, many Chinese today— 
including eyen some of the Red of- 
ficials—are warmer in their hearts 
toward.Christianity than to- 
ward Communism. This was the opin- 
ion expressed in Houston recently by 
Miss Addie Estelle Cox, a missionary 
to China and Formosa since she left 
Carrollton, Ala., in 1918. 

Miss Cox was one of some 40 home 
and foreign missionaries who were in 
Bayou City for a missionary confer- 
ence sponsored by Union association. 
Miss Clifford Barratt, who has been 
in China and Formosa since 1921, was 
also one of the missionaries who told 
Houston Baptists of their experiences 
and work. Both Miss Cox and Miss 
Barratt were in the midst of the 
fighting between the Nationalists and 
the Communists for the control of 
China. 

When Miss Barratt left her station 
in Anhwei province in the interior of 
China, the Nationalists had fortified 
the city, and the area around the mis- 
sion station was bristling with can- 
non. By the time she reached a safer 
place, the Communist had taken over 
the city. Miss Barratt agreed with 
Miss Cox in that many Red party of- 
ficials are lukewarm or even opposed 
to Communism. 

A warning against an “edifice com- 
plex” was sounded by Dr. John T. 
Peters, of New York, Secretary for 
Stewardship and Promotion in the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. 
Speaking at a joint meeting of the 
Mid-South Synod, Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A., and the Tennes- 
see Synod, Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S. (Southern), Peters said he favors 
nice sanctuaries but “we must not lose 
sight of our real task by getting lost 
in gigantic and expensive building 
programs.
